MULTIPLICATION OF THE 

LOAVES AND FISH. 

As the saying goes: “A picture is worth a thousand 
words,” however, I will share a focus for the 
stained glass windows that will soon be placed in 
your church. Presently, one window is on display 
in the gathering space so you can get an idea of the 
design and color, but the full experience of stained 
glass is when the light shines through it. There are 
four windows with three panels in each window. 
Presently, I have just started the final panel so the 


windows should be in place in a couple of 
weeks. God willing. 

The windows depict the MULTIPLICATION 
OF THE LOAVES AND FISH. This miracle 
of Jesus is recorded in all four gospels: Matt. 
14:13fff, Mk. 6:3Iff, Lk.9:10ff, Jn.. 6:Iff. 
Jesus is seated actually on a rock. The sitting 
position is a teaching with authority position. 
He is lifting the loaves and fish in blessing. 
The loaves and fish are coming from the Lord 
so they are above with a blue background 
which recalls heaven. (like manna from 
heaven.) The people are reaching and 
accepting the food in a circular position toward 
the Christ figure as a sign of Praise, 
Thanksgiving, Desire, Accepting and Joy. The 
background is green because the gospels 
mention a grassy place. The window on the far 
right (west) depicts the twelve Apostles with 
the twelve baskets. Twelve is also a symbolic 
number in scripture which means fullness. So, 
the overall “feel” is the superabundance of 
God in providing for all we need and then 
some. There is no end to God’s mercy, grace 
and providence. The grace line (yellow) runs 
through the windows as well as the yellow 
halos. 

This has been a year long journey of faith for 
me with St. Joseph at my side. I hope and 
pray it will be a faith experience for you as you 
view the windows. I am deeply grateful to Fr. 
Mark and the parish in providing me the 
opportunity to share my art. Since I am not a 
professional stained glass crafter but do it as a 
hobby, it is a walk of trust and faith how the 
final product will come out and be accepted.

Reflection

• Who is “the first and the last?” 

The most pure and absolute Being, which is being 
without qualification is the first and the last, it is, 
therefore, the origin and consummating end of all 
things. Because it is eternal and most present, it 
therefore encompasses and enters all duration as if it 
were at one and the same time its center and 
circumference. Because it is utterly simple and the 
greatest, it is, therefore, totally within all things and 
totally outside them and thus is an intelligible sphere 
whose center is everywhere and whose 
circumference is nowhere. Because it is most perfect 
and immense, it is, therefore, within all things, but 
not enclosed; outside all things, but not excluded; 
above all things, but not aloof; below all things, but 
not debased. Finally, because it is supremely one 
and all-inclusive it is, therefore, all in all, although 
all things are many and it is itself only one and this is 
so because, through its most simple unity, most 
serene truth and most sincere goodness, there is in it 
all power, all exemplarity and all communicability. 
Consequently, from him, through him and in him are 
all things for he is all-powerful, all-knowing and all¬ 
good, and to see him perfectly is to be blessed, as 
was said to Moses: 7 will show you all good. 1
